ERINDALE  CONSIDERS  WITHDRAWL  FROM 
S.A.C. 


Paul  Kochberg,  president  of 
S.A.G.E.  announced  on  Monday  that 
a  motion  passed  in  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  executive  on  Friday  the 
7th.  proposed  a  split  from  SAC. 

Kochberg  said  that  the  high 
cost  of  membership  to  SAC  balanced 
against  the  small  number  of  benefit 
derived  from  it  was  the  reason 
ftrs  the  decision 

He  explained  that  the  "Varsity" 
and  Radio  Varsity  are  the  only 
palpable  advantages  which  Erindale 
gets  .  The  separation  from  the  main 
campus  deprives  our  students  from 
all  the  rest.  This  includes  such 
things  as  Special  courses,  dubs, 
societies,  guest  speakers  and  so 
on. 

He  made  it  very  clear  that  a  com- 
plete separation  from  the  downtown 
campus  is  not  the  goal  of  the  mo- 
tion. He  hopes  that  some  sort  of 
associate  membership  scheme  can  be 
realized.  Steve  Langdon,  president 
of  SAC  has  however  flatly  rejected 
this  idea;his  first  reaction  to  the 
proposal  was  in  essence  "all  or 
nothing" 

Kochberg  pointed  out  thet  if 
a  complete  separation  was  effec- 
ted then  Erindale  could  make  a 
separate  arrangement  with  tife 
"Varsity"  to  it  available  %o   us' 
next  yearr,  ' , 

The  cost  of  membership  to  SAC 
is  presently  $12  per  student  out 
of  their  fees.  SAC  is  now  toying 
with  the  idea  of  a  $2  hike  in  the 
fees  to  help  them  meet  their  tight 
budget . 


To  effect  this  withdrawl -from 
a  referendum  must  be  presen- 


SAC 

ted  to  the  students  of  Erindale. 
According  to  the  constitition  50% 
of  the  students  must  vote  at  this 
time  and  at  least  75%   of  the  voters 


must  be  in  favour  of  the  motion 
to  pass  it. 

Before  the  decision  is  made 
concerning  whether  there  will  be 
a  referenojm,  Kochberg  plans  to 
meet  with  Langdon  to  clarify  the 
situation  for  the  SAC  president 
s/and  discuss  other  possible  ways 
out  of  the  situation. 

If  S.A.G.E.  goes  ahead  with 
the  propos.al  the  ref  erend  an  will 
be  held  on  March  4th. 


SAC  MEETING  HERE  TONIGHT 

The  Students  Administrative 
Council  will  be  holding  their  meet- 
ing here  in  the  cafeteria  tonight 
at  7:30. 

This  promises  to  be  a  very 
exciting  meeting  following  hard 
upon  the  confrontation  of  Clark 
Kerr  by  the  Toronto  Student  Move- 
ment lead  by  Andy  Wernick  in  the 
Museum  TTheatre  last  Wednesday. 

Possible  other  items  on  the 
agenda  will  be  the  budget.  SAC 
is  presently  trying  to  peel  off 
&10,000  from  their  overburdened 
$243,000  budget.  Monday Ts  Varsity 
oulined  the  possible  cuts  and  they 
included  the  following; the  UofT 
Chorous  was  abandoned  completely, 
The  debating  Society  was  cut  off, 
and  the  Blue  and  White  Society 
suffered  a  $1500  pruning.  At  the 
same  time  the  Radio  Varsity  was 
left  untouched.  Currently  this 
group  gobbles  up  $16,410  a  year.
